The Stolen French Arrhlvea and Who Stole
Them A atoyai uai muini

The Tribune's Paris correspondent writes
as follows under date of January 28:

Count Keratry the same who, you may
remember, originally proposed a public, de-

monstration on the 2oth September against
the refusal to convene the Corps Legislatif
baa been throwing more stones into the Gov-
ernment windows, metaphorically speaking,
by his most embarrassing questions about
the national archives, lie has asked M.

ters and documents have been solen
convey," the wiHe it call from the Archives,"

and M. Maurice Richard, after much uneasy
wriggling on his seat, has declared that if it
nas been cone ne wiu see to it tnat it snail
never be done again. The answer showed
more than anything be has thus far been able
to do, his entire fitness for the position of
Government Minister. He says, with, every
appearance of frankness and apparent good
will, that no more should be stolen, but
he takes Rood care not to promlne that the
things which have been stolen shall be fetched

Hut ft' back. The difficulty that stood in the way
of his making any snuh promise' lie In the

.ii.tavot that tho thieves I reallv beg their High-- i
esa' pardon the eonveyers in thi eatte are

none other than his most sacred Majesty the
Emperor and his most sacredMa jesty'siiuperial
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cousin, the Trince Jerome Napoleon. ' There
re three culprits, but the third is of loss im-

portance, being only old Marnhal Vaillant,
who has, at leant, a show of excuse for what
ho has done. The articles stolen consist of
letters written by Napoleon 1, which compro-
mise his character aud prove that he had
even fewer virtues as if that were possible

than be has been lutely proved to have,
nd which Prince Jerome could not

bear the thought of ever seeing put
into print. Too mnch of this, ho thinks, has
been done already, and the Government of
Napoleon III, which pretends to hold the
memory of the great Napoleon in a sort of
veneration, has actually done more by the
authorized publication of his letters to
blacken his memory than all the democrats
put together. So there being in the national
archives a few letters left of the same dam-
aging sort, Prince Jerome has thought best
to steal them and put them out of harm's
way.

The other papers are documents relative to
the famous invasion of Boulogne, being a full
report of the trial, and all the law papers
which are neceiwary to establish the facts of
this piece of treason beyond suspicion of
having been invented or dressed up by the
enemies of the chief actor in it, his Majesty
Napoleon III, a gentleman who has such a
holy horror of treason. In fact, this is the
gentleman who has stolen all 'these papers
from the archives, doubtless with tho excel-
lent intention of preventing such a melan-
choly example of human weakness and would-b- e

wickedness from being ever pub-
lished in books, and thus made familiar

French youth. Fortunately, however,
we have all the facta narrated with
the utmost minuteness and picturesqueness,
and set forth in an incomparable style in
Kinglake's "History of the Crimean War," a
book, as you know, not allowed to be sold in
France. With a sweet and ostrich-lik- e sim-
plicity, that man whose shrewdness and
sweetness and wonderful intellect the Ameri
cans and English (in default of Frenchmen)
are never wearied of praising, thinks by put-
ting an embargo on Kinglake's book, and by
stealing the documentary evidence of a part

his well-know- n facts, to put a choker on
msrory.

That the documents will ever be brougut
back again, nobody here is green enough to
believe; they were missed a long while ago,
and ever since the newspapers have been un
muzzled a little there have been growls about
the theft: from the ed "revolutionary
press; " but their insinuations, even their
open charges (as was wisest) were taken no
notice of. Now, however, to the consterna-
tion of that amiable and very proper young
man, M. Maurice Richard, and I dare Bay, to
the consternation of others besides, the scan
dal has been brought np in the Chambors,
ana will be strongly aired.
